The report from the Banks 
of the Potomac declared that 
Georgia had received $141,615,- 
626 as the state's share of funds 
from federal programs during 
the past year. Such a large in- 
pouring of U. 8. money has had 
a tremendous impact = upon 
Georgia's economy, and it serves 
to remind us what a big part 
federal spending plays in the 
life of each citizen. Just how 
much is $141,615,626 measured 
against the native income of 
Georgia? For one thing, it rep- 
resents a figure that is 16 per 
cent of the total factory pay- 
roll in this state during 1951. 


The federal program repre- 
sented by that $141,000,000- 
plus brought into this state 
an amount of money that if 
multiplied by six would equal 
the total payroll of all manu- 
facturing enterprises within 
our borders. (If we were be- 
lievers in the device of using 
exclamation points for em- 
phasis, we would certainly 
place one at the end of the 
preceding sentence!) 


This announcement from 
Washington was careful to point 
out federal payrolls: were not 
included in the total given for 
Georgia. Neither were interest, 
procurement of goods, services, 
and similar spending included. 
If all that were thrown in, how 
much would the _ total be? 
There’s no guessing. There are 
140,000 government employees 
in Georgia: local, state, and fed- 
eral. The federal portion of 
governmental payrolls undoubt- 
edly must be high in the mil- 
lions. 

There are more government 
employees—federal, state, and 
local—in Georgia than there are 
employees in the textile indus- 
try, the state’s largest single 
manufacturing activity.

CONCORD, N. H., March 7—The outlook and 
strategy of the New Hampshire presidential pri- 
mary elections have altered radically in the past 
24 hours. Senator Taft has frightened the Eisenhower managers. 
In fact, he has been so successful in his first two days in the state, 
that what started as a Taft campaign to stop Eisenhower, has 
turned overnight into a last-minute effort by both the Eisenhower 


and Stassen forces to stop Taft. 


For the past 10 days, Gover- 
nor Adams of New Hampshire 
and Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts have been running 
more or less on Ike’s smile 
and record, but since Taft ar- 
rived on the scene they have 
come to realize they will have 
to use blunter instruments. 


Harold Stassen was first to 
realize here (1) that distance 
definitely doesn‘t lend enchant- 
ment to Eisenhower; (2) that 
Taft’s aggressive campaign was 
more effective than the his- 
torical generalizations and free 
entertainment offered on behalf 
of the absent Ike and (3) that 
the voters of New Hampshire 
were only vaguely aware of the 
foreign policy voting record of 
Senator Taft. 


Accordingly the Stassen and 
Lodge forces are now concen- 
trating their attack on the Taft 
voting record: on his opposition 
to the North Atlantic Treaty, on 
his efforts to cut the foreign aid 
appropriations, on his original 
opposition to the Marshall Plan 
and his votes against the United 
Nations.

Bankers Life 
Be Licensed 


Fulton Superior Court Judge 
George P. Whitman Sr. Friday 
ordered Georgia Insurance Com- 
missioner Zack Cravey to renew 
the Ijcense of the Bankers Life and 
Casualty Co. of Chicago. 

Judge Whitman, following three 
days of arguments in a rehearing 
ordered by the state Supreme 
Court, granted Atlanta attorney 
Alex McLennan’s motion for an 
order of mandamus absolute. The 
order signed by Whitman stated 
Cravey is “hereby commanded to 
issue. under his hand and official 
seal a renewal license to the Bank- 
ers Life and Casualty Co. to en- 
gage in the insurance business in 
the state of Georgia for the year 
ending July 1, 1952.’’ 


The action had been directed by 
a Jan. 29, 1952 state Supreme 
‘Court decision, but Cravey’s at- 
torneys contended, unsuccessfully, 
that a law passed by the last Gen- 
eral Assembly here superseded the 
high court order. | 

Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook, who, | 
with Asst. Atty. Gen. M. H. Black- 
shear Jr., represented Cravey in 
the legal battle, declined comment 
on Judge Whitman’s action. 


Blackshear, however, said he ex- 
pected to appeal the ruling. 

The Superior Court hearing 
pitted B. D. Murphy, Gov. Tal- 
madge’s present chief of staff, 
against McLennan, Talmadge’s 
former chief of staff. 


McLennan, counsel for the Bank- 
ers Life and Casualty Co., attacked 
as ‘‘preposterous’”’ Cravey’ 8 con- 
tention that an act of the Legis- 
lature “retroactively reversed the 
Supreme Court.”’ 

Cravey had earlier issued an 
order of intent to deny the firm’s 
license, contending the company 
had not complied with directives 
of his department for certain in- 
formation regarding its financial 
position. The Supreme Court ruled 
in effect that the law did not com- 
prehend the broad powers called 
for in the commissioner's regula- 
tions. 

Company spokesmen reported 
the insurance firm paid out claims'| 
in excess of $500,000 yearly in| 
Georgia.
